In the absence ot 
such a Statute, all devices by which par 
ty managers are enabled to distinguis!: 
ballots in the hands of the voter, anu 
thus determine whether he is voting tor 
or against them, are opposed to the 
spirit of the Constitution, inasmuch as 
they tend to defeat the design for whica 
voting by ballot is cstablisned, and, 
though they may not render an election 
void, they are exceedingly reprehens:- 
ble, and ought to be discountenanced by 
all citizens” - Co. Con- 
stitutional Limitations. 

“The ballot,” says Cicero,in his speech 
in defence of Plaucins, “is dear to the 
people, for it uncovers men's faces and 
conceals their thoughts.
